DIRECTIONS: 

See that your wood work is thoroughly dry and free 
from water before applying the first or priming coat, 
for the reason that there can be no Paint manufactured 
that wi^not peel more or less if applied to a wet sur- 
face. (All statements to the contrary notwithstanding) 
therefore particular attention should be given to the con- 
dition of the wood and weather when first coat is 
applied. 

Never prime or first coat right away after a shower 
nor when the atmosphere is damp. 

Thoroughly Shellac all knots or pitch woods before 
first coating. 

Always allow the first coat to become thoroughly dry 
before applying the second or finishing coat, otherwise 
the upper or last coat is liable to crack. 

Old or weather-beaten surfaces should be sized before 
painting, using for this purpose one lb. of good glue, 
five lbs. common whiting to twelve quarts of water, 
j This size is quickly and cheaply applied and when 
I thoroughly dry is ready for painting. This course will 
j save very much in expense, and tend to keep out the 
paint that would otherwise be absorbed into the open 
pnres of the wood, and wearing qualities will not be 
deteriorated 

You will find it pays to carefully observe the above 
rules. 



To ascertain the amountof PaintrequirGd 



Add the number of feet in width [front and rear,] to 
the number of feet in length [both sides ;] this multi- 
plied by the average height, gives the number of square 
feet to be painted. This divided by 200 — as one gal- 
lon of this pnint covers 200 square feet, [two coats,'] 
gives the amount required in gallons. 

[Example] 

Front, 20 feet, 120 feet. 

Rear, 20 " [Multiply] Height, 20 " 

Side, 40 " 

Side, 40 " 200)2400 

120 " 12 galls for 2 coats
